If any member in fpeaking or otherwife, tranfgrefs the rules of the 
houfe, the fpeaker fhall, or any member may, call to order, in which cafe 
the member fo called to order, fhall immediately fit down, unlefs permitted 
to explain ; and the houfe fhall, if appealed to, decide-the fame without 
debate. If there be no appeal, the decifion of the chair fhall be fubmitted 
to. If the decifion fhall be in favor of the member fo called to order, he 
fhall be at liberty to proceed ; if otherwife,'and the cafe require, he fhall be 
liable to, the cenfure of the houfe. And no member fhall fpeak more than 
twice to the fame queftion, without permiffion from the houfe.

14th. Every bill fhall be introduced by a motion for leave, or by order

15th. No bill fhall pafs the houfe till 24 hours after the firt reading. 

16th. No perfon fhall be admitted to a feat on the -floor of the houfe, 
unlefs introduced by a member, except the judges of the fupreme court, 
the diftrict judge and attorney, the members of congrefs, the treafurer, the 
clergy, and maríhal. 

lith. The fpeaker fhall apply to the fheriff of the county for fich num- 
ber of officers, to attend upon the houfe, as he fhall think neceffary, and 
fhall appoint a door-keeper. 

18th: On the reading of all public bills (except bills for taxes on par- 
ticular towns) the fecond and third reading fhall be miade the order of fuch 
day as the houfe may direct.

The ftatement accompanying this, of the expenditures, is as particular 
as can, conveniently be made out at prefent, as the bufinefs and labo?" of 
the prifon has been fo diverfe, owing to the unfinifhed ftate of the prifon 
and yard. Some prifoners have been employed about the prifon-yard wall 
and work-fhop. ‘The furniture has been in part purchafed, and a part 
manufactured by the convicts. The board have found it almoft impoflible 
to regulate the account fo as to afcertain the exact fum expended in each 
department of the bufinefs carried on in the prifon ; but flatter themfelves 
that as foon as the prifon-yard and work-fhop are completed, their account 
may and will be fo regulated, as to exhibit, at one view, the exact expente, 


in items in each department. ‘The amount of expenditures will probably : 


appear large, in comparifon to the number of prifoners confined, to a fu- 
perficial obferver ; but when it. is taken into confideration the neceffity ‘of 
aving to procure every article’of furniture, and the number of guard be- 

ing larger than would have been neceffary had the prifon been finifhed, we 
believe the fum will not appear large. The paper accompanying this, 
marked (A) will fhew in what manner the prifoners have been employed. 
The paper marked (B) the amount of the expenfe fince the commence- 
ment of the inftitution up to the 23d of September lat. ' SEE 

The facts herein ftated are our apology for the loofe manner in which 
we are obliged to make out our accounts. Many materials which have 
been purchafed for manufacturing, are now on hand, ready for ufe as foon 
as the work-fhop is finifhed. 

We alfo find by examination, that there are fome outftanding accounts 
againit the fuperintendant, not however to any confiderable amgunt. 
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The board die leave to a to ‘the hon. legiflature, the propriety of 
purchafing 12 or 15 acres of good pafture land, ‘near the prifon, for the 
purpofe of keeping 4 or 8 cows ; as it is found that the prifoners can be 
fed upon a milk diet much cheaper. than any other kind’ of food equally 
healthy. We alfo find that it i$ very neceffary that there fhould be érected 
without the wall of the prifon, a fmall building for'the purpofe of {toring 
grain ‘and fauce, and a {mall barn for the purpofe of fecuring nay d for the 
cows which are kept for the ufe of. the inftitution. 

The board have had fome doubts relative to the legality' of cating the 
life of a prifoner, in cafe of a determination on their part to make an ef- 
cape by force. It will be pleafing to the board, fhould your honorable 
body take this under your confideration. 

They alfo believe it neceffary and good policy to give the fuperintend- 
ant the fame power, within the limits of the prifon, as is given a fheriff of 
his county, relative to calling in foreign aid.

dence. But relying upon honeít intentions, on a habitual zeal for the pub- 
lic good, upon your wifdom in the great bufinefs of legiflatiort, and above | 
‘all, upon that Providence which has hitherto fupported and protected. me, 
I have concluded to accept the appointment. ' Es 
Under thefe impreffions I fhall, gentlemen,- endeavor, fo far as my a- 
bilities will admit, to difcharge the duties of my office with integrity and 
faithfulnefs, and hope to meet the approbation of a virtuous and difcern- 
It has, gentlemen, fallen to our lot, to be entrufted with the concerns 
of this ftate at a period the moft critical $ at a time when two of the-great- 
eft powers of Europe are agitated wffh all the dreadful. paffions incident 
to a ftate of war ; who regardlefs of the rights of neutrals and the law of 
nations, have interdicted the commerce of the United States, by embarrafl- 
ing it with exactions, hitherto unheard of ; which, if fubmitted to by the 


general government, would be to furrender one of our great national 


rights, and virtually our national independence. 
Notwithftanding the moft promifing meafures have been purfued by 
the adminiftration of the general government, to remove thofe embarrafi- 


ments without reforting to arms, as yet they have proved unavailing ; and . 
»what appears to me ftill more alarming, is that at a time when all the tal- . 


ents, wifdom and energies of the ftates ought to be united, and pledged to 


— fupport the honor, the intereft and the independence of the nation, we find

that a fpirit of difcord and difunion, hoftile to our happinefs, fafety and 
national union, has been cherifhed by numbers of the mifguided citizens of 
the United States ; which has hada great tendency to weaken the hands 
of government, and, prevent the effects of thofe wife meafures, adopted by 
the general government to maintain our national, and particularly our 
commercial rights ; and which has probably prevented'our obtaining re- 
drefs for injuries already fuffered, and emboldened the belligerent powers 
to continue their wantofi aggreflions, and to infult us with delufive terms 
‘of adjuftment. p ae 

With thefe views, I cannot too ftrongly recommend to you to adopt 
fuch meafures as will have the moft direét tendency to conciliate the affec- 
tions of the people, and to unite them in their great pational interefts ; 
and I can with pleafure announce to you, that fo far as my information 
extends; the fpirit of oppofition to the meafures of the adminiftration of the 
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United States, is greatly ameliorated ; and a concern for our own national 
honor, | intereft and independence, is becoming rapidly prevalent, while 
the apprehenfions of a feparation of the Union, and the vifionary fcheme 
of relying upon a foreign power for the protection of our commerce, is 
daily vanifhing ; and 1 truft will be remembered but with gratitude to 
Heaven that we have efcaped the fnares of foreign emiffaries and domettic 
traitors to diftra& and divide us ; and I hope the period is not far diftant, 
when the citizens of the union willlay afide all party feelings, and be. 
come united like a band of brothers, in fupport of the beft government on 
earth. But while I recommend to you, inthe ftrongeft terms, cheerfully 
to fubmit to, and as a member of the union, to carry into effect fuch meaí- 
ures as have been or may be adopted by the United States, for the prefer. 
vation or defence of our national rights ; at the fame time permit me to 
remind you, that you are the guardians of thofe rights and powers, that 
are not: delegated by the conititution of the United States, but are referved 


to the refpective ftates or to the people ; for on the careful attention to, ` 


and prefervation of thofe rights and powers, depend the political fafety of 
the individual ftates. . 

Gentlemen, I fhall not now attempt a labored detail of the important 
bufinefs which will probably demand your attention, the prefent feffion ; 
but fhall merely notice a few fubjects, and make further communications 
as occafion may require. 

The ftate bank is a fubject which will deferve your attention. The 
failure of feveral private banks in the vicinity of this ftate ; the rejecting 
our bills by the law of one ftate ; and the policy or caprice of others, has 
embarraffed our mercantile intercourfe with the adjoining ftates. The 
meafures to be purfued to meet or to remove thefe impediments, to a 
friendly trading intercourfe with our fifter ftates, which is certainly to be 
greatly defired, I leave to your confideration. ‘The fubject is too impor- 
tant for me to hazard a fudden and undigefted opinion upon. It will be 
remembered by many that I was not among thofe that favored the inftitu- 
ting of country banks ; but it is apparent that the eftablifhment of a public 


bank inthis ftate, has faved many of our citizens from great loffes, and . 


probably {ome from total ruin: for it is obvious that but for this eftablifh: 
ment, in lieu of our own Vermont bank bills, our citizens would, on the 
late bankruptcies, have been poffetfed of large fams of the depreciated 
paper of the failing private banks. If the prefident and directors of the 
ftate bank have the year paft, encountered {fome difficulties, occafioned by 
the intrigues of unprincipled fpeculators, and the alarm excited by the 
failure of fo many private banks, I think no apprehenfions can be juftly en- 
tertained, that any holders of our bills will eventually fuffer, from an in- 
ititution which is, and, I truft, will be, fupported by the honor, and guar- 
anteed by the wealth of the frate. For my own part; I confider the hold- 
ers of our bills perfectly fecure ; and as every perfon in thé ftate has an 
intereft in the avails of the bank, they will the more cheerfully acquiefce 
in any prudent meafure you may devife, to give it fupport. 

The ftate prifon, I underftand, is now nearly completed, and has for 
fome time been in'fuch readinefs as to receive prifoners. All the convicts, 
that have been fentenced to hard labor, and have not efcaped from the 
county gaols, or their terms of confinement expired, have been fent to the 
{tate prifon, under warrants from the judges of the fupreme court, as foon 
as information was received that the prifon was prepared to receive them ; 
and together with thofe convicted fince, have commenced their labors. 

It may be proper, at this feffion, to inquire into the expenditures of the 
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monies alteady appropriated to the erection of that building,-and to find if 
any other appropriation is neceffary to complete it,‘ and what further legif- 
lative aid is requifite to give to this humane and beneficial inititution, its 
defired effect. . 

-As itis the great objec of légiflation to promote the higheft happinefs 
of the people, I ptefume you will never lofe fight of the two. moft imports 
ant interefts of this ftate, the agricultural and manufacturing. Whether 
any thing can be done for the encouragement of the latter, during the 
continuation of the embarraffments on commerce, will. be a fubject worthy 
of your confideration.  : $ | p.c SES 
. Asa well armed and well difciplined militia, is the great and natural

Your commiffioners, appointed by the hon. general affembly, at their 
feffion holden at Woodftock in the year 1807, to fuperintend the building 
a itate prifon within this ftate; reprefent, that having attended to the bufi- 
nefs of their appointment, they have purchafed about five acres of land in 
the town of Windfor, on which they have built a prifon of hewn ftone, 
laid in lime, of the following dimenfions, to wit, 84 feet in length, 36 feet 
in width, 3 ftories in height, with an entry 8 feet wide through the centre 
of. the fame lengthways ; on each fide of the entry in the firft ftory, are 8 
rooms of equal fize ; in the fecond ftory fome of the rooms are of the 
fame fize as thofe of the firft, and others double the fize; in the third fto» 
ry the rooms are double of thofe in the firt. ftory. The whole prifon is 
capable of containing 170 prifoners, with fafety and convenience. The 
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 outfide walls are 3 feet in thicknefs ; the partition walls are about 18 inche. 
. es thick ; the floors about 12 inches. The whole building is founded ona - 


floor of ftene 5 feet thick ; the greater part of the joints in the. Itone, arè 
bound together with iron cramps. The doors of the firft and fecond fto- 
ries are.all completely made of bar and fheet iron, riveted togéthey. Ad- 
joining to faid prifon, at the-eaft end # erected a building of ftone and brick; 


4 ftories high, including the bafement ftory, which. building is 54 feet in ` 
length, and 24 feet in width. The bafement ftory is-occupied and defign-.: 


ed for a cookery and victualling room for the prifoners, the other part for 
the ule of the keeper, affiftants, fervants, &c. &e: A yard is built of hewn 
ftone, laid in lime, 3 feet below the furface of the earth, 14 feet high, 4 
feet thick at the bafe, 1 1-2.at top. The yard commences at the north- 
weít corner of the prifon, and extends 24 feet weft, thence extending fouth 
12 rods, thence eaft 16 rods, thence north 12. rods, thence to the éaft end 
‘of the keeper’s houfe.. Adjoining to and within the yard wall, and in 
front of the prifon, is now erecting a work-fhop, of ftone and brick,. 100 
feet in length, 25 feet in width, and 3 ftories high ; which will be focn 
completed. On the north fide of the prifon and keeper’s houfe, a wall, 
conftructed of ftone and wood, 16 rods in length, is now building, for the 
purpofe of enclofing and -fecuring the prifon and houfe from the highway ; 
whick will be foon completed. | 2 

We have alfo conftru&ed Arid éomimenced erecting on the yard wall, 

for the fafe-keeping of the prifoners, a chevaux-de-frife, made of wood, 
hung with iron gudgeons, and filled with iron fpikes, from 4 to 13 inches 
in length. A fpacious and excellent well has been dug, within the prifon 
yard, 65 feet deep, containing an abundant fupply of pure wholefome 
water. In addition to which, the prifon is fupplied with excéllent water 
by an aqueduct from a never failing fountain ; the ufe of which is fecured 
to the ftate, which will conduce greatly to the convenience and health of 
the convicts, and thofe who have the fuperintendance and government of

Your commiffioners further reprefent, that they have already expended 
the fum of thirty thoufand dollars, which has been hetreofore appropriated

Sire---With peculiar fatisfaction the general aflembly witnefs your ace 
ceptance of the office to which you have now been elected by the fuffrages 
of a free people intent upon the intereft and happinefs of .our common 
. country. After the turbulence of party fpirit has for years difturbed the 
peace and harmony of our citizens ; after tlie genius of liberty, frighted by 


the power of oppofition, has nearly fled our fhores ; to fee the people rife 


in the majeíty of their ftrength, and, by a free exercife of the powers vefte 
ed in them by our conftitutiony place in the chair of ftate one united with 
them in the promotion of their common intereft and happinefs : one whofe 
life and converfation evince the ftrongeft poffible attachment to that inter- 
eft and happinefs, and one whofe fidelity and labor in the lefs important 
ftations infpire their utmoft confidence and efteem, affords the nobleft fpe- 
cimen of the blefling of a free government. A virtuous people, through 
errors in judgment or the perfuafive power of plaufible but delufive ap- 
pearances, may go aftray ; yet, while the frequent exercife of free fuffrage 
is their right and poffeffion, they can return by the light of truth, to the 
paths of national glory and felicity. This right is a balm for the wounds 
at-any time inflicted upon the ftate by the progrefs of tyranny or delufion.

"Through the exercife of this you are called upon to difcharge thofe intereft. `- 


ing duties which we doubt not will be performed with all that wifdom, zeal 


and fidelity which comport with the honor and profperity of the ftate, 


whether viewed as an independent fovereignty, or as a member of the fed- | 


eral union. 

We are not infenfible of the increafed importance attached -to the du. 
ties of your office by the embarraífed ftate of our foreign relations ; for, 
furely when the general government is laboring, as it of late has been, to 
reftore to the feveral ftates and the citizens thereof the bleffings of neutral 
commerce, and avoid the calamities of war, the meafures by them adopt. 
ed to effect thefe important objects juftly claim. the moft undeviating fup- 
port of all the citizens, and more efpecially of the chief magiítrate, of eve 

‘ery fate in the union : yet we'juflly hope and believe that, by the purity 
of your “intentions and the zeal of your patriotifm, aided by that kind 
Providence which has ever watched over the genius of American liberty, 


you will be able to difcharge thofe duties in the way and manner beft cal. - 


culated to promote the peace and profperity of this ftate and nation. 
"You, fir, are not infenfible that nearly every member of this affembly 

‘js, toa greater or lefs extent, a farmer, and has been educated to that laue 

dable occupation ; and fuch, we are proud to fay, are our conílituents. 


. The literary attainments which many have acquired by their laborious ftue - 


dies furely rank among the brighteft ornaments of fociety, yet we are far 
from fuppofing that they. conftitute an indifpenfable qualification for office. 

We have feen, with juft alarm, that fpirit of difcord which has prevail- 
ed, weakening the hands of the general government, and rendering abor- 
tive falutary meafures by them adopted to maintain our commercial rights 
and our national honor and independence : but this alarm is greatly. dimin- 
ifhed by the marks of returning patriotitm and a renewed attachment to 
the intereft and-happinefs of our country and to the adminiítration of our 
general government : and we hope ere long to realize that uuion of fenti- 
ment among the citizens of this fate and of the United States, with regard 
to our political interefts, which will awe the powers of Europe into a prac- 
tical fenfe of national juftice, and prove the furet palladium-of our liber- 
ties and independence. ,Every meafure calculated to haften forward this 
defired period, and @Prciliate the affections of. the people of this ftate, and 
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38 
unite them in their great national interefts, we fhall adopt with pleafure, 

We readily reciprocate the fentiments expreffed by your excellency with 
regard to the ftate bank. The progrefs of that inftitution thus far in its in- 
fancy, proves it worthy our attention. Its falutary effects in excluding the 
paper of thofe private banks which have recently failed, cannot be too 
highly eftimated. Several hundred thoufand dellars in bank paper have 
ufually been circnlating among the citizens of this ftate, a great portion 
of which might now be counted as loft, had not the better currency of our 
own bills within this ftate operated to exclude the bills of thofe private 
banks which thus have failed. We value the inftitution as a fource of rev. 
enue in' which our citizens are all concerned. ‘The cauies enumerated by 
your excellency cannot fail to operate a temporary fufpenfion of that prompt 
redemption of our bills which would be defirable ; but we view as phan- 
tums all apprehenfions of a finallofs by the holders of thofe bills. We 
confider the final redemption of them already guaranteed by the honor 
and wealth of the ftate : and we are ready to adopt every meafure which _ 
may bé neceffary to remove any real or imaginary obitacles to the profper- __ 
ity of the inftitution. 

The checks upon our commerce refulting from the unjuft aggreffions 
of foreign powers have produced an attachment to domeftic manufactures 
among our citizens which in proceís of time, and under the foftering care 
of government, will render us more and more independent of thofe nations 
who are warring againít our profperity and independence. "Thofe meafe 
ures which tend to encourage this growing fpirit, ever propitious to our 
liberties, and furnifh incentives to agriculture, in days of commercial em» 
barraffment, will receive our early and attentive confideration. 

We are fenfible that a well armed and well difciplined militia form the 
only fafe defence for our country againft the invafion of foreign powers ; 
yet we lament that diverfity of opinion hitherto prevalent among us with 
regard to the meafures beft calculated to increafe their utility : but we hope 
to be united in fuch meafures to promote this, with the remaining object 
recommended by your excellency as will beft fubferve the real intereít of 
the ftate, and we fervently implore the aid and direction of our divine proe 
tector in all our deliberations, and in the difcharge of all the duties con- 
nected with our ftations as the reprefentatives of a free and virtuous people.

 merm's meeting in Weybridge, and voted for Samuel Jewett. And further, 
Ifrael Herrick jun. has refided for more than 2 years previous to the month 
cf July, in the town of Ferrifburgh, and that the faid Herrick was 21 
years of age in the month of May, 1806, and that in the month of May, 
1809, he was qualified as a freeman in faid Ferrifburgh, and that about 
the middle of July lat hired to one Elifha Kellogg of Weybridge, for 14 
months, and went to work under faid Kellogg, at Middlebury, for a few 
days, and then returned and worked, at Weybridge aforefaid ten days, and 
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thén feturned and wotked again at Middlebury, under faid. Kellogg, until

And further, that one Elijah Pratt was not permitted to vote for a reps 
refentative in faid Weybridge, at their freemen’s meeting, who had refided 
in faid town from the year 1801 until the year 1806, and who became of 
age in May 1807, and had not refided with his father from that time until 
a fhort time before freemen's meeting : but has occafionally been at his 
father’s in faid Weybridge, and had received occafional fupport- from his 
father, and was qualified as a freeman in Brandon, in Sept. 1808, and’ was 
again qualified in Sept. laft in faid Weybridge, and voted for the ftate of- .

| To Jamas Mapison, Efq. Prefident of tbe United States, 

S18—--On your being invited to the higheft office in the gift of a great 
and happy nation, by a large majority of the unbiaffed fuffrages of a free 
and independent people, the general atfembly of the ftate of Vermont avail 
themfelves of the earlieft opportunity, to exprefs their high fatisfaction at 
your elevation, which refults from a full confidence in your long tried wif. 
dom and integrity, as well as for that uniform zeal and attachment, which, 
you haye invariably manifefted to promote the beft interefts of your country. 

With peculiar gratification we reflect, that a perfon is advanced to the 

prefidential chair, who has long been affociated with the illuftrious Jeffer- 
Ton and his copatriots, and whofe ufeful labors have tended to advance the 
honor, maintain the rights, and fecure the peace and happinefs of our com- 
mon country. ‘The wife, prudent and impartial meafüres of your prede- 
ceffor, aided by your faithful co-operation, have, under the bleífing of Di- 
vine Providence, long preferved this highly favored nation from all thofe 
fatal evils which have for fo many years fpread mifery, devaftation and 
death throughout devoted Europe. 
"It is atruth, however melancholy the reflection, that a difgraceful fpirit 
of oppofition and infubordination to the laws of the general government, 
has been excited and fomented in fome parts of the Union, and by thofe 
who have long claimed the exclufive confidence of the people ; but it is 
equally true that notwithftanding the inflammatory addreffes, protefts, and 
refolutions, prefented to the public, together with the combined influence 
of foreign intrigue and domeftic treachery, a {pirit of returning patriotifm 
and of union has lately dawned upon us, from which we anticipate the 
molt happy effects, both at home and abroad. 

The embarraffed ftate of our foreign relations, has been and ftill is 
produ&ive of the moft ferious evils to the commercial and agricultural in- 
interefts of this country. The belligerent powers of Europe, under a 
color of retaliating upon one another, have iffued and enforced orders and : 
decrees, aimed at the entire deftruction of our lawful commerce, the infult- 
ing pretenfions and injurious effects of which too plainly fhews that lawlefs 
plunder, ftimulated by unprincipled avarice and a thirft for univerfal do. 
mirión, are the governing objects. 

The vifionary blockade of almoft a whole continent, the order forbid- 
ding neutrals to trade from one port to another of an enemy, the deftruc- 
tion of our veffels on the high feas by fire, and thetotal interdiction of our 
lawful commerce, except on the conditions of tribute and fubmiffion to the 
maandates of a foreign power, are hoftile to the fpirit, and oppofed to ev- 
ery ingenuous and patriotic feeling which infpires a nation of freemen.— 
Yet thefe are not all, nor even the greateft injuries we have received.— 
Orders have been iffued apparently defigned to excite our citizens to infur- 
rection, and acts of difohedience to the government and laws of this couny 
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try. Our feamen, not only on the common highway of nations, but alfo 
in fight of our own fhores, after lorig and dangerous voyages, and in mo- 
mentary expectation of treading their native foil aniong their families and 
friends, have been imprefled, torn from every thing -they held dear, and 
forced into an ignominious fervitude on board of foreign fhips of war. 
‘Qur territorial jurifdiction has been violated, the hofpitality of our 
ports and harbors abufed, our citizens murdered whilft in the peaceable 
purfuit of domeftic concerns, our national flag infulted, the blood of our 
feamen wantonly fhed, and the perpetrators of thefe horrible acts have 
been fecured and protected from punifhment.by mock trials, or in fome 
inftances by an exemption from trial ; and as a further reward for fuch 
deeds, have enjoyed the fmiles and received the promotions from that very 
government, under whofe authority they acted, while it hypocritically pre- 
tended to difavow the deed : nor has any reparation been yet tendered, 
except on terms more humiliating than the outrages themfelves, And 
while they adhere to the tenor of their proclamation of the 16th day of 
October, 1807, little hopes are entertained that they will be difpofed to en- 
ter into fuitable arrangements to redrefs fuch aggravated evils. 

Thefe accumulated injuries and unprovoked aggreffions upon national 
rights are not however without their beneficial effeéts—for they have at laft 
awakened the great majority of the American. people to a juft fenfe of 
their true interefts, and excited a laudable fpirit of ambition throughout 
the Union to promote the eftablifhment of domeftic manufactures, and 
other internal improvements, which under the foftering ‘care and guardi- 
anfhip of an enlightened government, will in the end render us in a great 
meafure independent of the old world. 

The people of Vermont, though almc& wholly devoted to agricultural 
purfuits, have, during our late and -prefent commercial embarraífments, 
felt a common intereft with her fifter ftates, and have long and anxiouíly - 
waited in the hope, that the. ftri& and impartial neutrality, maintained by 
the general government towards all nations, the juft and reafonable offers 
of accommodation it has repeatedly made, would have before this brought 
the offending nations to a fenfe of juftice, and created a difpofition to refa 
tore to us the peaceable enjoyment of our national rights ; but in this they 
have been difappointed, and with extreme concern behold the moft friend- 
ly, juft and pacific overtures treated with filent contempt by one nation, 
and by another met with what (if poffible) is ftill worfe, faithlefs, delufive 
propofitions and arrangements, calculated folely to weaken the hands of 
government, and to defeat thofe wife precautionary meafures, adopted to 
obtain a redrefs of wrongs. 

Surely there is a point among nations as well as individuals, beyond 
which longer forbearance would become criminal, and honorable and man- 
ly refiftance our indifpenfable duty :—And we view the freedom of com- 
merce upon the ocean, when purfued conformable to the effablifhed law of 
nations, the reftoration of our impreffed feamen, exemption and fecurity 
againft further impreffment, among thofe rights which ought not to be 
furrendered but with our national exiftence. m m 

While impreffed with thefe weighty confiderations, we can difcover no 
juft caufe for defpondency or alarm, and we are ítrengthened in this opin- 
ion from this pleafing reflection, that the path of our prefent political pilot 
is lighted by the moft illuftrious examples of virtue and patriotifm, which 
have gone before him, and that the fame principles which infpired the fa- 
ges and heroes of the revolution will continue to guide the policy of our 
prefent adminiftration ; and if honorable adjuftments cannot be made, 
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liowever reluctant we may be to hazard our fortunes upon the warring ele: 
ments $ yet rather than relinquifh any of our facred rights, or fhould juít. 
ice be longer unreafonably denied us, we -confidently affure you, that we 
will rally round the ftandard of government, cheerfully obey the firft call 
of our country, and unite with them in the laft folemn appeal to nations, 
relying and trufting in that Almighty Being who directs and controls the 
de&inies of the world, to guide us to a favorable iffue.

within|thirty days as aforefaid, if its longer continuance fhall become ne- 
celfary;; and that in this plain view of the fubject, faid amendment would 
be altogether nugatory ; therefore,

Inthe above ftatement of cloth . 
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wool, cotton or flax, which, to an extent nearly fufficiént. for the common 
ufe of families, is manufactured in this ftate. It is alfo believed by your 
comniittee, that larger quantities of bar iron and hollow ware are manufac: - 
tured annually than is fufficient to fupply the inhabitants of this ftate ; there 
are.alfo 7 paper-mills which, in addition to fupplying our own citizens with 
paper, make very large quantities of that article for exportation. There 
are likewife 4 eftablifhments for manufacturing cotton and woollen goods 
in their various branches, which, though in their infancy, promife to be 
ufeful both to the owners andthe public. "The copperas mine at Strafford 
likewife bids fair to yield a large furply of the important articles of côp- 
peras and vitriols. The marble factory, at Middlebury, yields annually a 
very large quantity of marble of various kinds, very little if any inferior 
to that which is imported from foreign countries, and promifes to be profit- 
able to the owners. ‘The furnace and for ge at Vergennes, which are inclu- 
ded in the above flatement, have been ere&ed by a company from Bofton. 
The furnace has been in blaft for fome time, and is faid to yield from 60 
to 70 cwt. of pig iron and ware each 24 hours. The forge is calculated 
for 8 fires, folely for the purpofe of refining 1 iron, all which fires it is exe 

ected will be ready to commence the bufinefs in a few weeks. ‘The own- 
ers of thefe works have it in contemplation to extend them to the manufac- 
turing of fteel and ironmongry in their various branches. There is alfo a 
flitting mill at Vergennes, and one at Fairhaven, where the rolling and flit- 
ting of iron is carried on to a large extent, and it is believed with hand- 
{ome profits to the owners. Your committee will only obferve further, that
